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Putin says Snowden 
at Moscow airport, 
rejects extradition

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
President Vladimir Putin on 
Tuesday revealed that the US 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden was still in a 
Moscow airport transit zone, 
rejecting calls for his extradi¬ 
tion to the United States. 

In his first comments 
about the chase for Snowden 
that has captivated world at¬ 
tention, Putin described the 
ex-intelligence contractor as 
a 'free man" whose arrival in 
Russia was "completely un¬ 
expected for the Russian au¬ 
thorities 

The dramatic announce¬ 
ment ended two days of guess¬ 
ing over the whereabouts of 
the fugitive Snowden, who 
leaked revelations of US mas¬ 
sive surveillance programmes 
to the media and is now 
wanted by tire US authorities. 

"It is true that Mr Snow¬ 
den came to Moscow," Putin 
said at a news conference 
while on a visit to Finland. 
"For us, tins was completely 
unexpected." 
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"He arrived as a transit 
passenger and he does not 
need a visa or oilier docu¬ 
ments He can buy a ticket 
and go wherever he pleases 
He did not cross the state bor¬ 
der, as a transit passenger he 
is still in the transit hall," 
Putin added. 

Snowden had been ex¬ 
pected to board a flight for 
Cuba on Monday, reportedly 
on ins way to seek asylum 111 
Ecuador But he never did 
and Putin appeared to con¬ 
firm that the fugitive was still 
uncertain aver his onward 
travel plans. 

"Mr Snowden is a free 
man, the sooner he selects Ins 
filial destination point the 
b etter for us and for himself" 
said Putin.

Tlie United States had ear¬ 
lier urged Russia to use all 
means to expel Snowden, 
who reportedly arrived at 
Moscow's Sheremetyevo air¬ 
port on a flight from Hong 
Kong on Sunday. 

However Putin insisted 
that Russia only extradites 
foreign nationals to countries 
with winch it has a formal ex¬ 
tradition treaty 

"We have no such agree¬ 
ment with the United States," 
he said, calling US allegations 
that Russia is breaking the 
law "nonsense and rubbish." 

The White House National 
Security spokeswoman 
C aitl m H ay den lat er tol d AF P 
that 'While we do not have 
an extradition treaty with 
Russia, there is nonetheless a 
clear legal basis to expel Mr. 
Snowden." 

Putin said he would per¬ 
sonally prefer not to deal with 
cases such as those of Snow¬ 
den and WikiLeaks founder 
Julian Assange, who is holed 
up m Ecuador's embassy in 
London to avoid charges of 
sexual assault in Sweden 

"It's the same as shearing

Mexico storm 
upgraded to 
hurricane:

At 1500 GMT, Cosme was 
about 365 miles (585 kilome¬ 
ters) south of Cabo San 
Lucas, Mexico, with maximum 
sustained winds of 75 miles 
(120 kilometers) per hour. 

The storm was moving to¬ 
ward the northwest at around 
18 miles (30 kilometers) per 
hour the National Hurricane 
Center in Miami said and was 
expected to pass near 
sparsely populated Socorro Is¬ 
land later Tuesday 

Forecasters said large 
swells created by Cosme will 
be felt along Mexico's Pacific 
coast from Manzanillo to 
Cabo Corrientes, and could 
cause dangerous suit and rip 
currents.

Papiamento is a Creole 
language, emerging from 
nearby languages and con¬ 
stantly evolving over the past 
three centuries. Nearby lan¬ 
guages such as Venezuelan 
Spanish and American Eng¬ 
lish influence the language 
today Theveryword "Papia¬ 
mento," meaning "to chat," 
stems from Portuguese and 
Spanish 

Papiamento is a young 
language, 11 Aruban linguist 
Ramon Todd Dandare ex¬ 
plains, "And like all lan¬ 
guages it is developing and 
changing." 

Papiamento is spoken on 
all three of the Dutch 
Caribbean ABC islands, al¬ 
though there are variations in 
dialect from island to island

Last week. s the Social Eco¬ 
nomic Council of St Maarten 
(SER) held its Erst annual 
symposium under the theme 
of “Innovate or Deteriorate, 
Corporate Social Responsibil¬ 
ity as the way forward for St. 
Maarten.” The symposium 
featured opening remarks by 
Acting Governor Reynold 
Groeneveldt, Prime Minister 
Sarah Wes cot-Williams, SER 
chairman Rene Richardson, 
and keynote speaker. Prof. Dr 
Ryan Peterson, Professor of 
Innovation Economics at the 
University Df Aruba, who 
heads the research program on 
'Sustainable Islands'. 

Acting Governor Groen- 
eveldt commented that the 
SER “plays an important role 
m the country ” He said that 
“economic growth alone can¬ 
not lead to sustainable 
growth" and that, “a constant 
dialogue is needed between 
social partners.” He pointed to 
the need for "more structural 
corporate involvement” in the 
overall development of St. 
Maarten. The acting governor 
was also "elated to learn” that 
Prof Dr Peterson has St. 
Maarten roots - his grandfa¬ 
ther was from Simpson Bay — 
and was proud that a “small is¬ 
land like St. Maarten can pro- 
duc e hum an re sources of such 
a caliber”. 

According to the Prime 
Minister Wescot-Williams, “if 
we study the numbers of tire 
Ch amb er o f Comm erce, i1 1 s 
obvious that we have no lack 
of corporations on the island. 
Hi ere are many, big and small, 
that are active and not so ac¬ 
tive in the social arena. And so 
today, as we look at that re¬ 
sponsibility of cooperation on 
St. Maarten the question 1 
would like so hear addressed 
would be the one asking 
specifically what drives the 
feeling of social responsibility 


of cooperation right here on 
St Maarten It is important as 
we look at that responsibility 
of corporate citizens, that we 
look at it m the bigger picture 
of the development of St. 
Maarten and the contribution 
of everyone to that develop¬ 
ment" The Prime Minister 
concluded that the private sec¬ 
tor “has a veiy important role 
to play in the establishment of 
the National Development 
Pi an a plan where no Dne can 
be left behind and one in 
which all have a role to play.” 

Prof. Dr Peterson set the 
stage for Ins presentation by 
asking some simple questions. 
“How do islands develop 1 ? 
How do institutions affect tins 
development?” and “What 
role do they (institutions) play 
m islands?” The professor ar¬ 
gued that "solid institutions 
are fundamental, without such 
they (islands) do not move 
forward.” Based on over ten 
years of scientific study of 
small island states. Prof. Dr. 
Peterson highlighted several 
examples of lack of institu¬ 
tional capabilities m small is¬ 
lands states 

“Too often we find our¬ 
selves polarized around issues 
and solutions, in which public 
institutions find fault with lack 
of investments by tire private 
sector, or in winch tire private 
sector finds blame with public 
institutions for not managing 
their finances. Add to tins tire 
intensity of personal and polit¬ 
ical influence across institu¬ 
tions and it is not strange that 
conflicts, chaos and corrup¬ 
tion reigns high throughout 
tire Caribbean”, Petersen 
stated He concluded that all 
other factors being equal, in¬ 
stitutional capabilities explain 
well over sixty percent of is¬ 
land success, and also shared 
practices of building and de¬ 
veloping a robust institutional 


architecture for sustainable 
development More impor¬ 
tantly, "beyond formal institu¬ 
tions, institutional values and 
norms (that guide ethical and 
social behavior) also play a 
key role" in the development 
of island societies 

Prof Dr. Peterson de¬ 
scribed how “Corporate So¬ 
cial Innovation,” or CSI, “has 
a positive impact on the finan¬ 
cial performance of compa¬ 
nies" and also “at the macro 
level”, having a positive effect 
across a society as a whole 
Many companies, however,, 
are merely “green-washing” 
and superficially eco friendly, 
he added, for shallow PR pur¬ 
poses.” Corporate sponsorship 
is important and welcome, but 
much more than donations are 
needed. We need Corporate 
stewardship to innovate our is¬ 
land societies in a healthy and 
sustainable manner" If is¬ 
lands are to welcome foreign 
investment, it should be from 
corporations that are highly 
ranked according to their so¬ 
cial responsibility, not merely 
“shell companies laundering 
money or other illegal activi¬ 
ties” 

The “old economics fo- 
cu se d on pro fit only, ” the pro - 
fessor said., while the new 
view is wider, more compre¬ 
hensive and strategic m scape 
CSI is essentially about man¬ 
aging relationships in ever 
widening circles. “Arisk mit¬ 
igation approach is now more 
common, especially after the 
financial crash of ?D0S. It's no 
longer business as usual.” In¬ 
creasingly, corporations are 
seeking “win-win situations” 
in which everyone benefits 
CSI, however, is not 
widely practiced across the 
Caribbean Corporations 
among the islands “are still m 
the old economic mindset hy¬ 
ing to make ends meet” as 


profitability for them becomes 
harder to achieve since the 
cost of business is high, and 
labor productivity has been 
dropping steadily across the 
region over the past years, the 
professor pointed out. Few 
Caribbean companies “have a 
structural CSI approach.” 
Much of their CSI depends on 
tire character and whims of 
management and is reactive, 
not proactive. And “environ¬ 
mental responsibility is still 
not seen as priority in the 
Caribbean. Companies often 
respond in an ad hoc, unstruc¬ 
tured way” to social issues, 
and many find it “easier to 
work without government, 
than with them.” The profes¬ 
sor highlighted that "trust is 
important. If companies don't 
trust their governments, eco¬ 
nomic deterioration sets in”. 
And if companies continue to 
operate in the old, reactive 
mindset, there will be little so¬ 
cial innovation and societal 
development 

Related to the declining 
1 evel s o f pro ductivity and thu s 
quality of life, the professor 
stated that the Caribbean faces 
huge problems such as brain 


drain to the US and Europe, 
and rising youth unemploy¬ 
ment To offset this, "not only 
mare, but smarter investments 
are needed m the youth and 
education to boost productiv¬ 
ity,” thus retooling the 
younger profession generation 
with the skills required of a 
new millennium. Part of the 
remedy is that the “commu¬ 
nity', too, needs to become ed¬ 
ucated on being more 
responsible 

He wrapped up his presen¬ 
tation by stating that islands 
with higher CSI outperform 
islands with lower levels, and 
repeated his warning about 
declining labor productivity 
across the Caribbean, which 
will have dire social and eco¬ 
nomic consequences for the 
future. With that the sympo¬ 
sium switched to an open 
So or where the audience chal¬ 
lenged the assembled panel on 
various social and economic 
issues. Tire panel included 
Prof. Dr Peterson, SER 
Chairman Rene Richardson, 
Robbie Perron, Harbor CEO 
Mark Mingo, and secretary of 
the Voice of Our Children 
Foundation Lucre era Lynch.

Colombia signs deal with 
NATO in Latin America 
first 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia on Tuesday signed an in¬ 
formation exchange 

agreement with NATO, an 
unprecedented move for a 
Latin American country and 
a first sign of closer coopera¬ 
tion that already has several 
of the region's leftist leaders 
up in arms 

The agreement was signed 
during Colombian Defence 
Minister Juan Carlos Pinzon 
Bueno's visit to NATO head¬ 
quarters in Brussels and 
could facilitate initiatives 
such as the participation of 
Colombian forces in NATO 
military exercises. 

"As an Alliance of democ¬ 
racies, we are gratified when 
countries sharing similar val ¬ 
ues reach out to us," said 
NATO's Deputy Secretary

The Colombian minister 
said his country did "not 
want Id be part Df NATO" but 
to "learn from NATO" and 
"share experience, particu¬ 
larly m the fight against 
drugs and terrorism 1 '. 

Colombian President Juan

US high court strikes 
down part of Voting 
Rights Act 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In 
what President Barack 
Obama branded a civil rights 
setback, the US Supreme 
Court on Tuesday struck 
down a key part of a federal 
law that safeguards the vot¬ 
ing rights of blacks and other 
minorities. 

By a 5-4 decision, the 
court upheld the core princi¬ 
ple of the Voting Rights Act - 
- tliat any electoral changes in 
mainly Southern states with a 
track record of voting dis¬ 
crimination must be "pre¬ 
el eared" or approved by 
Washington 

But it cast the entire law 
into limbo by stating that sec¬ 
tion four of the law — which 
lays out a formula far deter¬ 
mining which of the 5 D states 
should be subject to its provi¬ 
sions -- is outdated and needs 
a rewrite by Congress 

"Our decision in no way 
affects the permanent nation¬ 
wide ban on racial discrimi¬ 
nation m voting," Chief 
Justice John Roberts argued, 
writing m the majority □ pin¬ 
ion issued with the verdict. 

But he added "Section 4 
of the Voting Rights Act is 
unconstitutional. Its formula 
can no longer be used as a 
basis far subjecting jurisdic¬ 
tions to p reel ear an ce." 

‘Coverage today is based 
on decades-old data and erad¬ 
icated practices. Today the 
nation is no longer divided 
(as it was m 1965) . yet the 
Voting Rights Act continues 
to treat is as if it were " 


Tossing a political hot po¬ 
tato across the street to the 
Capitol, Roberts said it fell 
upon Congress to decide 
whether to draft another sec¬ 
tion-four formula "based on 
current conditions." 

With the Republicans in 
control of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, political ana¬ 
lysts say the prospects far 
any such revision in the near 
future are practically ml. 

Obama was "deeply disap¬ 
pointed*' by a ruling that, he 
said, "upsets decades of well- 
established practices that 
help make sure voting is fair, 
especially in places where 
voting discrimination has 
been historically prevalent" 

He added " While today's 
decision is a setback, it does¬ 
n't represent the end of our 
efforts to end voting discrim¬ 
ination. 1 am calling on Con¬ 
gress to pass legislation to 
ensure every American has 
equal access to the polls." 

Overwhelmingly renewed 
by Congress in 2006, the Vot¬ 
ing Rights Act requires nine 
states, plus a batch of local- 
level governments m seven 
states, to seek Justice Depart¬ 
ment. approval when altering 
their electoral laws 

The nine states are Ala¬ 
bama, Alaska, Arizona, Geor¬ 
gia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Soutli Carolina, Texas and 
Virginia, while the local gov¬ 
ernments are in states as di¬ 
verse as California, Florida, 
Michigan and New York.

Climate plan boosts 
US global role: Kerry 


Libya has become terrorism 
transit hub; African Union 



KUWAIT CITY (AFP) - A 
long-awaited climate change 
plan by President Barack 
Obama shows that the United 
States is sen dus on the prob¬ 
lem and that other nations 
should do more. Secretary of 
State John Kerry said Tuesday. 

Kerry, who as a senator led 
a previous failed effort to re¬ 
duce emissions of greenhouse 
gases, said the proposal being 
laid out by Obama "will send 
npples internationally" about 
the US commitment to fight¬ 
ing climate change 

‘Decisive action at home 
empowers us to make more 
progress internationally on a 
shared challenge," Kerr/ said 
in a statement issued as he vis¬ 
ited major oil producer 
Kuwait. 

"Climate change cannot be 
solved by one nation alone. 
The global community must 
step up. I raise this issue 
everywhere 1 travel, in every 
meeting," he said 

The United States has long 
faced international criticism 
for inaction on climate 
change, with China and India 
resenting calls by the wealth¬ 
ier nation for international 
mandates on cutting emis¬ 
sions. 

Kerry spoke at length on 
climate change during a Sun¬ 


day visit to India, saying 
record hot temperatures and 
increasingly severe natural 
disasters showed that the prob¬ 
lem was "screaming" for ac¬ 
tion 

Obama and President Xi 
Jinping of China, winch has 
surpassed the United States as 
the world's top emitter of the 
gases blamed for climate 
change, also agreed dus month 
to phase out carbon-intensive 
hydro fluorocarbons found in 
air conditioners and refrigera¬ 
tors. 

Kerry, a former presidential 
candidate and senator from 
Massachusetts, tried for 
months in 2009-2010 to win 
support for legislation that 
would impose the nation's first 
mandatory restrictions on car¬ 
bon emissions. 

Tire plan failed, with law¬ 
makers, mostly from the rival 
Republican Party, saying such 
action would be too expensive 
and raising doubts about the 
science behind climate 
change 

Obama tins time will largely 
byp as s C on gre s s an d imp o se 
tighter regulations on power 
plants, a move that could face 
legal challenges and winch 
some environmentalists say is 
already msufficeat. 


ORA>1 (AFP) - Libya is be¬ 
coming an important transit 
hub for terrorists, constituting 
an "extremely dangerous" de¬ 
velopment in the region, an 
African Union leader said 
Tuesday on the sidelines of a 
regional security meeting in 
Algeria. 

"I have many reports winch 
say Libya has become an lm- 
p oil ant transit hub for tire mam 
terrorist group s travelling from 
one country to another," said 
Fran ci sco Gaetano Jose 
Madeira, die AU's special rep¬ 
resentative in charge of 
counter terrorism. “We have 
information according to 
which some terrorists active in 
Mali consider Libya as a 
refuge and a place to regroup," 
Madeira told journalists, de¬ 
scribing that as something "ex¬ 
tremely dangerous." 

The vulnerable security situ¬ 
ation m Libya and the porosity 
of its borders nearly three 
years after an uprising toppled 
dictator Moamer Kadhafr, was 
a key concern at the two-day 
meeting m Algeria's western 
city of Oran. 

"The question of Libya is on 
everyone's mind," said the Eu¬ 
ropean Union representative 
for tire Sail el region, Michel 
Reveyrand de Menthon 

He described the north 
African country as "one of the 
keys" to stabilising the Sahel, 
avast strip of land abutting the 
southern Sahara desert from 
Mauritania on Africa's west 
coast to Eritrea in the east. 


The EU has offered to coop¬ 
erate with Libya on the ques¬ 
tion of border security but 
Western sources say the lack 
of organisation in the country 


since Kadhafr's overthrow 
makes such a project "very dif¬ 
ficult." 

In Mali, the security situa¬ 
tion remains highly uncertain, 
despite the Uhl Security Coun¬ 
cil agreeing on Tuesday to a 
12, 6 00-strong peacekeeping 
force, and a recent ceasefire 
accord Billowing for the army 
to move into key areas of the 
north so that presidential elec¬ 
tions can be held m July. 

There is little information on 
the fate of many Islamist mili¬ 
tants who took over the north 
of the country last yea - before 
they were driven out in a 
French-led military interven¬ 
tion launched in January.

Fears of disease in flood-hit 
northern India 



RUDRAPRAYAG (AFP) - In¬ 
dian officials stepped up ef¬ 
forts on Tuesday to prevent an 
outbreak of disease in the 
northern Himalayan region 
devastated by landslides and 
flashfloads, asramsh amp ere d 
the rescue of thousands still 
stranded. 

Workers sprayed disinfec¬ 
tant amid concerns about dis¬ 
ease from the bodies of 
hundreds of people who per¬ 
ished when floods hit.the state 
of Uttarakhand, known as the 
“Land of the Gods" for its 
revered Hindu shrines 

The move came as fresh 
r ams and landslides hampered 
efforts by the military to evac¬ 
uate some b.OQD pilgrims and 
tourists still stranded through¬ 
out the state since the floods 
hit on June 15 

Raging rivers swept away 
houses, buildings and even en¬ 
tire villages m the state, whieh 
w r as packed with travellers m 
what is a peak tourist season. 
Mare than i,GOO bridges have 
been damaged along with 
roads, cutting off hard-hit vil¬ 
lages and towns 

UN cinef Ran Ki-moon said 


he was saddened by the disas¬ 
ter, which has killed some 
1,000 people 

Officials have stepped up 
preparations for amass crema¬ 
tion of victims m the hard-hit 
holy town of Kedamath, amid 
health concerns, with tonnes 
of wood flown by helicopter 
into the area. The cremation 
had been expected to go ahead 
on Tuesday but has now been 
delayed by the downpours, an 
official said. 

A police official in charge of 
organising the cremations said 
belongings and documentsre¬ 
covered from bodies will be 
used to help with identification 
while DNA samples will also 
be collected. 

A senior official warned that 
the death toll of 1,000 could 
use dramatically as the grim 
task of collecting the bodies 
from rivers and from under 
flattened villages and other de¬ 
bris continues 

"From the feedback we are 
getting from people on the 
ground, people working m 
scavenging bodies, our esti¬ 
mate is the toll could be any¬ 
thing between 4,000 and 
5.00Q," a senior disaster man¬ 


agement official who did nDt 
want to be named told AFP 

Helicopters and soldiers 
have evacuated tens of thou¬ 
sands of people from the 
floods, while tonnes of food 
and other emergency supplies 
have been dropped to those 
still stranded. Unmanned 
drones have also been de¬ 
ployed to scan the thick jungles 
to find those still awaiting res¬ 
cue, officials said. 

Thousands of soldiers along 
with the In do-Tibetan Border 
Police have been evacuating 
p e opl e by fo ot, using hames se s 
and erecting rope bridges 
across flooded rivers to help 
them to safety

“Given the negative impact 
tins policy will have on our 
trademarks and the fact the 
Ministry ignored our voice and 
the voices of thousands of re¬ 
tailers enacting tins rule, we 
have no choice but to ask the 
court to intervene," company 
spokesman Gnanoug 


Pratakphinya said in a state¬ 
ment, adding the lawsuit will 
be brought before July 4. 

Philip Morns has fought 
bitter legal battles with gov¬ 
ernments before, most fa¬ 
mously lasing an action 
against a pioneering Australian 
government policy to intro¬ 
duce entirely plain cigarette 
packaging with the same typ e- 
face and graphic images of dis¬ 
eased smokers.

World number four Scott, 
third in last year's event at 
Congressional Country Club, 
became the first green-jacket 
winner from Australia by win¬ 
ning Ins first major title two 
months ago at Augusta Na¬ 
tional. 

Scott was grouped with his 
compatriots an Tuesday ahead 
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of Thursday’s start of the $6 5 
million event in suburban 
Washington, played oil the 
same 7,569 -y ard l ayout wh ere 
Rory Mcflroy won the 2D 11 
US Open for his first major tri¬ 
umph. 

Scott has become the Na¬ 
tional’s top draw after world 
number one Tiger Woods, the 
defending champion, pulled 
out with a left elbow sham and 
England’s Justin Rose, the new 
US Open champion, withdrew 
citing fatigue 

Neither man will play an¬ 
other tournament until next 
month’s British Open at Mum¬ 
bel d and tins will be the only 
event for Scott, who made bo¬ 
geys on the last four holes to 
cost himself last year’s British 
Open crown 

Scott, coming off a share of 
45th at the US Open two 
weeks ago, adopted a reduced 
tom" schedule in 2011 to focus 
on winning majors and the 
move paid off 

Hie third round last year 
was played without spectators 
as a violent storm late Friday 
toppled 50 trees, across the 
course, grounds crews barely 
making the course playable 
Saturday and unable to safely 
fix viewing areas until Sunday.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Un¬ 
defeated fighters Floyd May- 
weather and Saul "Canelo" 
Alvarez, set for a September 
14 showdown at Las Vegas, 
are. hyping the world title 
bout with a tour that launched 
m New York and Washing¬ 
ton. 

Mexico's Alvarez, whose 
nickname is Spanish for" Cin¬ 
namon", will defend ins 
World Boxing Council and 
World Boxing Association 
super welterweight titles 
against Mayweather in a pay- 
per-view show on Mexican 
Independence Day weekend. 

Mayweather, 44-0 with 3d 
knockouts, has relied upon 
Mexican fight fans, many 
cheering for lus rivals, to help 
make him the world's high¬ 
est-paid athlete, with Sports 
Illustrated estimating he will 
make $30 million tins year 

Mayweather, who was 
jailed last June dh domestic 
violence charges, will make 


the bout the second in a six- 
fight deal with tele caster 
Showtime that could bring 
him record profits by the con¬ 
clusion of the deal. 

Alvarez, 43-0 with one 
drawn and 30 knockouts, suf¬ 
fered the only blemish on lus 
record in 2006 with a draw in 
his fifth professional bout arid 
hopes to end Mayweather's 
magical run. 

"In boxing everybody has 
their time and this is my 
time," Alvarez said. Every¬ 
body knows that Floyd is tlie 
b e st without qu esti on, but it's 
my time. We're going to win 

"I'm younger and bigger, 
which are very important 
keys. Floyd is a very intelli¬ 
gent fighter, but I'm going to 
have the right game plan. 
This is my biggest fight but 
I've visualised it and prepared 
my mind for it for a while." 

Alvarez turns 33 next 
month while Mayweather, 
3 b, fought his first pro fight 


when the Mexican was only 
six y ears old 

"It has truly been an amaz¬ 
ing ride," Mayweather said 
" Tm blessed to be in the sport 
of boxing and be at the top 
for 17 years. I just want to 
give the fans a hell o f a fight 

"Canele is a young strong 
champion He has obviously 
done something right to be at 
this level. He's a guy that I 
cant overlook. IVe got to go 
out there and fight the best 
fight" 

Mayweather also warned 
that Alvarez has not faced 
anyone as bal'd to stop. 

"When guys face me, it's a 
totally different level," May- 
we ath er s ai d " I kn ow what it 
takes in a fight of tins magni¬ 
tude and I'm going to con¬ 
tinue to dedicate myself to 
my craft and be the best that 
I can be
